_ United States Officers Approach Within a Few Hundred In Some Circles the Movement Is Discounted and Ex= 


Yards of Morro Castle While Valuable Infor 
mation Is Obtained from Refugees. 


‘At the Front, on the Rio Guama. Monday, June 27, via Kingston, Jamaica, June 
%-—The American front has been advanced beyond the first crossing of the Ric 
Guama, about a mile, and a tug lies three and a half mffes from the Spanish in- 
trenchments. 

General Lawton’s brigade rests on the road to Santiago de Cuba. The Third 
brigade, under Genera} Chaffee, the Seventeenth. Twelfth and Seventh regiments 
| hold the trench, with his command lying across the road and river. 


~The First brigade, the Eighth, Twenty-second and Second Massachusetts, un- 
der General Evan Clarke, lies on the left flank, slightly in the rear, and the Sec- 
ond brigade, si First, Fourth and Twenty-fifth occupy the opposite position on 
the right flank. 

. Genera] Wheeler, with the cavalry, is in the rear between Sevilla hills and the 
Rio Guama. 

A strong line of,outposts is maintained ahead. General Chaffee’s brig- 
ade, with 300 Cubans under General Aguirre and several hundred un- 
der Colonel Gonzales, was sXirmishing toward the city this morning. 

The Cubans had several slight skirmishes with the Spaniards statlofed on the 
hills on the Americans’ right flank, and our auxiliaries occupied the block houses 
in that vicinity, which were evacuated before daybreak by the Spaniards. The 
latter retreated toward Santiago de Cuba. No fatalities are reported. o 
ie Che “awton,“tfneral Chaffee and General Wheeler Have’ thoroughly récon- 
- noitéred the Spanish position, and with the aid of information furnished by the 
Cubans, have good maps of the roads and defenses of the city. 

General Wheeler, who made a reconnoissance for half a mile beyond 


the skirmish lines this morning, finding that he was unable to. secure 
the desired view through the luxuriant tropical foliage, dismounted ani 


climbed a tree. 

A major general of the United States army, in the forks of a tree surveying 
the Spanish outposts through his field glasses, was a spectacle that gave some idea 
of the wonderful dash of the ex-confederate cavalry commander. This feat of 
agility in a man sixty-two years of age, put to blush many a younger officer of his 
own staff. 

Much information has been offered from Spanish pacificos ‘who have slipped 
out of the city and given themselves up in the hope of getting food. They report 
great starvation and distress in Santiago. They say the Spanish troops are on 
short rations, and that all the supplies are being held for their use. 

The sick in the hospitals, the pacificos say, are suffering from lack of 
food, and they also report that seventy-seven Spaniards were killed and 
that eighty-nine were wounded as the result of the.engagement on Fri- 
day last with Colone? Wood’s and General Young’s commands. 

The most startling information obtained from the pacificos is that since the 
advance began almost 20,000 Spanish soldiers have arrived at Santiago de Cuba. 
This statement is mude on the authority of General Lawton, and he is also of the 
Opinion that General Pando may be able .to effect a guneticn with General Linares 
at Santiago de Cuba. There are two forts of considerable importance within the 
Spanish lines—Punta Blanco at the southern end of the bay and Santa Ursula at 
the southeast corner. | 

On the road to Ca:ney, on the north, is another fort. There are about 4,500 men 
‘in each of these fortifications, and stretching around the whole city are nine barbed 
wire ‘fences, fifty yards apart, while just inside these are lines of rifle pits, 

Outside to the eastward, about two mfles beyond the American outposts, is a 
line of entrenchments, extending from:‘the northern extremity of the city to Mor- 
ro castle. A little west of south, at a distance of about seven miles from General 
Lawten’s headquarters, lies Morro castle. 


The road to witliin a few hundred yards of the batteries of Morro was 
reconnoitered yesterday afternoon by General Chaffee and several mem- 


bers of his staff. 

| The Cubans believe that if the water supply of the city can be cut off San- 
tiago will have to yield at once.

Madrid, June 28.—According to official 


advices received here, the emissaries sent 
out to seek General Monet’s column of a 


thousand men returned after a fruitless 


search. 
Captain General Augusti’s family is 
still in the hands of the insurgents. 


Genera! Pena, with a thousand \soldiers, 


has surrendered, His soldiers, most of 


whom are natives, joined the insurgents. 


A’majority of the detachments in the 


island of Iazon have surrendered, owing 


to «heir lack of food, though some suc- 


ceeded in escaping. ‘Numerous Spaniards, 
inc:iding the governors of Batanga, La 
Guna anc Bviaean, have taken refuge at 
Cavite. 

The rebels who are besieging Manila ex- 
ceed 2.000 men. The city is completely 
isol«teGa anc the arrival of the Spanish 
sqvadron is anxiously awaited, for the 
position of Manila is untenable. 

Small rebel craft navigate the bay 
conveying prisoners to Cavite. 

The government has received the follow- 
ing dispatch from Captain General Augusti 
dated from Manila June 23d : 


‘The situation is still as grave. I con- 
tinue. to maintain my position inside the 
Ime of blockhovses, but the enemy is in; 
creasing in numbers, as the rebels occupy 
the provinces which are surrounding. Tor- 
rential rains gre inundating the trench- 


ments, renderisg the work of defenge dif- 


tion very distressing and causing increased 
desertions of the native soldiers. 


"at estimated. that the insurgents 
number 30,000 armed with rifits and 
100,000 armed with swords, atc. 


“Aguinaldg has summoned me to sur- 
render, but I have treated His proposals 
with disdain, for I am resolved to main- 
tain the sovereignty vf Spain and the 
honor of the flag to the last extremity. 

‘I have over 1; sick and 200 wounded. 

“The citadel has been invaded by the 
suburban inhabitants. who have aban- 
doned their homes, owing to the barbarity 
of the rebels. ‘Chese inhabitants constitute 
an embarrassment, aggravating the situa- 
tion in view of the bombardment, which, 
however, is not seriously apprehended for 
the moment. 

“The governor of the Vizcayas and Min. 
danao islands cabies inat he nas defeated 
the insurgents in an engagement, during 
which Chief Arco, Aguinaldo’s representa- 
tive, was killed. He adds that tranquility 
now prevails throughout these islands, 
and he further asserts that the principal 
malay chiefs of the Mindanao group de- 
clare they desire to fight on the side of the 
Spaniards against the. invaders.’ 


The cabimet council today was occupied 
exclusively with navak-and military ques- 
tions. It will reassemble tomorrow to dis- 
cuss the political situation. 


Germans Want Manila. 
London, June 28.—The Berlin correspon- 
demt of The News says the following semi- 
official note has been published there, ap- 
parently with the object of preparing the 
world for the landing of German marines at 


Manila: 

“As yet no statement has reached here 
about the landing of German marines at 
Manila, but it is a matter of course tuat 
Admiral Von D.edrichs will interfere as 
soon as it may become necessary for the 
protection of Germans there. Such a meas- 
ure would have no political significance 
whatever. Neither at Washingtom ror at 
Madrid have negotiations occurred on this 
matter.’’ 


Defensive Work Progressing. 

Gibraltar, June 28.—The defensive works 
at Cabrita Point are actively progressing. 
Two thundred and eighty mrore engineers 
from Algeciras have arrived and a come- 
pany of mfantry is on the way. 

The Valencia regiment, 1,500 strong, from 
San Roque, and a battery of horse military 
have been ordered to be in readiness to pro- 
ceed to Cabrita Point.

perts Declare Modern Fortification on Spanish 
Coast Can’t Be Hurt by BomLardment.

Washington, June 28.—(Special.)\—T he navy department has supplemented the 


announcement of orders issued to Commodore Watson yesterd&y with unofficial 


information that after Sampson gets t hrough at Santiago he is to dispatch a 


squudron to co-operate with Watson’s eastern squadron. Every official, and in- 


deed, unofficial declaration igdicates the genuineness of the eastern movement, 


but despite this there is an undoubted feeling here that the movement is one of 
those movements in naval strategy which in plain English would be character- 
ized us a bluff. . 

Ry those who take this view, it is argued there is little hope of syeh movye- 
ment bringing material results. 

*They point to the apparently small damage done fortifications of San 
Juan and Santiago by various bombardments, and argue that ships’ guns 
would be even less effective against the very much better fortifications 
of Cadiz, Barcelona and other fortified cities of Spain. 3 


They critictse the policy which leaves Havana alone when that is regarded 
the key to the situation, 

Despit:> these criticisms and doubts, however, the squadron is to go to the 
Mediterrancar and the expedition is made in apparcrt good faith. Officials from 
the president down so declare. 

The president seems to have been won to an imdorsement of the expedition

When 
asked about coaling difficulties they point to the largé coaling capacity of the 
auxiliary cruisers selected for the voyage and of colliers that are to go with the 
sqguacron. They express confidence in their ability to secure all the coal needed, 

It is vndastood that upon the fall of Santiago Eciley is to take the second 
syuadron to re-enforce Wateon. The ability of such a force to destroy anything 
that Spain can send against it is not questioned. 

Watson’s squadron is to be sent from Eantiago tf the ships composing it are 
in conditicn to go and if the necessary supplies carn be spared from the fleet there, 


This is for Sampson to decide. 
If supplies are needed the ships are to come at once to Hampton Roads 


and according to estimates of the navy department it is expected that 
the momentous journey of the squadron to the east will begin within a 


week or ten day». 
There is special gratification at the report rece.ved from Sigsbee for several 


re9eons. One of these is that this first encounter witn one of the dreaded torpedo 


destroyers is regarded as marking an event in naval warfare. These destroyers 
which ale in reality torpedo gunboats, have been touted as the most formidable 
vessels afloat. ‘There has been much written and more said about the invinci- 
bility cf these destroyers, and in all the estimates of the strength of the Spanigh 


fleets they have been reckoned upon as distinctly to be feared. 


Of course they are formidable and there is good reason why our people 


should not underestimate their value, but this encounter off San Juan seems to 


indicate that their power has been overestimated.

It is true he wants to 
get’to the front. He has wanted to get there from the first, and it is with no 
thought of taking from Shafter any of the credit due him that he wants to go.

Iate Sunday afternoon one of the aux- 
jliary gunboats was cruising slowly about 
a mile off Point Ba@uranao, east of Ha-« 
vana, when two figures were observed on 
the beach signaled with handkerchiefs 
fastened to the end of eticks. A small 
boat was sent off to them, but as it ap- 
proached the shore one of the figures dartéd 
suddenly off into the brush and was seen 
fo more. The other man he'd his ground 
and was taken off to the ship and there 
told his story with no show of reluctance. 

He is Pablo Santa Anez Benites, thirty- 
nine years old, is a native of Cadiz del Sur, 
province of Pinar del Rio. Five years ago 
he killed a man. He told this without the 
quiver of an eyelash. 

“Tt was a little dispute. No, we had not 
been drinking.’’ ; 

“A love affair, perhaps?’ 

The words were magical. 
tinge of color crept over his cheeKs, gaunt 
and haggard from five years’ confinement 
in a Spanish prison and a glimmer of light 
came into his dull eyes. 

He Used a Knife. 

‘“‘Perhaps,’’ was the response, ‘There 

were words and I—’’ he, made a gesture 


uxe the plunge of a knife. 

The gesture told a tale, words being, un- 
necessary, of love under tropical skies and 
murder done for a pair of soft black eyes. 
yie!wouid gay no more. Twenty-four years 
was the sentence. For five years of these 
Benitea lay in tne Carcel de la Pouta, the 
Havana: prison. A month and ajhalf ago he 
was put in a chainga@ng and set to work on 
the fortifications. His duty was wheeling 
sand to. battery No. 1, east of Morro. 

They gave him nothing to eat but a few 
beans, he said, and he was almost starved. 
One day last week, while working at the 
battery, he saw among a group of specta- 
tors one who had known him in past years. 
There was/a glance of recognition and then 
a meaning look at the prisoner’s ankles. A 
day or two later the friend reappeared and 
when he departed Benites;had concealed in 
his sleeve a small file. The rest was easy. 
It was not long before the bars had been 
cvg through. The file was then passed to a 
cunvict comrade and he, too, accomplished 
the same task. Their chance of escape 
eame at noon on Thursday last while the 
guard was. at lunch. They shook their 
shackles from them, ran into the woods 
and were soon safely away. 

Three Days in the Woods. 

For thrée days they made thelr way 
through thicket and brush, eluding the 
Spanish soldiers, until they reached the 
water front on Sunday. But at the last 
moment the other becamé panic-stricken 
and ran back into the woods. 

Benites knew little of the war, but when 
asked if he was a patriot he replied: 

“I will fight for America.” 

There are between 300 and 400 men work- 
ing on the ‘sand battery from which he 
escaped and big forces are at work on all 
the fortifications around Havana, 

Some information had reached him as to 
the conditions prevailing in the Cuban 
capital. 

“The poor are starving in the streets,’’ he 
Kmorted. “Phe Spanish soldiers are on 


half rations. Bread brings 60 cenis per 
pound, beef costs 40 cents and pork is sold 


for 50 cents a pound.” 

The prisoner will be turned over to Com- 
modore Watson.

Gustav Weinack. an ordinary seaman 
belonging to the flagship New York, was 
drowned yesterday. The New York was 
coaling in front of Morro castle from the 
coaler Alexander, when Weinack jumped 
from the collier in an attempt to get on 
board his own ship. He fell between the 
flagship and the collier and sank at once. 
The body was not recovered. 

The Dolphin has” gone to the Havana 
blockade, and the Helena and the Yankton 
have gone to the southern blockade. 

A bulletin issued to the ficet by Rear Aa- 
mira] Sampson yesterday, said:

About an hour later General Shafter 
struck on the road to the front, in order 
to consult with General Wheeler und the 
division commanders and look over the 
field of operations before Santiago de Cuba. 

The general said he would probably re- 
turn to the Juragua headquarters tonight. 

A Spanish spy, who was captured by the 
Cubans on Sunday, reports that the Span- 
iards in Santiago de Cuba believe the Amer- 
cans suffered heavy loss during the fight- 
ing near Sevilla on Friday, both in killed 
and wounded. 

The spy also reported that there was 
much criticism in Santiago on account of 
the fact that the American landing was 
not contested at Baiquiri, and he also says 
there was talk of an American attempt to 
flank the Spanish troops. The spy says 
there is very little food in the city of 
Santiago. 

Blue Makes a Daring Trip. 

Lieutenant Victor Blue, of the auxillary 
‘¢unboat Suwanee, returned to the fleet 
today from another investigating trip 
ashore, He reported that Admiral Cer- 
vera’s ships are all in the harbor. With 
the exception of ne torpedo destroyer, 
they are at anchor, and show no signs of 
activity. 

Lieutenant Blue went ashore on Sat- 
urday, to the west of Morro castle. accom- 
panied by some Cuban guides. He ad- 
vanced until about two miles west of Ca- 
banas and almost up to the enemy’s bat- 
teries. He traveled sixty miles and -then 
rejoined the Suwanee this morning. At one 
time the lieutenant wag at a Cuban out- 
post, separated only by #0 yards from a 
Spanish outpost. 

“They popped away at eack other, all 
the time,’ said Lieutenant Blue, “but I 
do not think the Cubans hurt the Span- 
jiards very much, and J know the Spaniards 
did not hurt the Cubans.,”’ 

Lieutenant Blue was able to accurately 
locate the position of each of Admiral! Cer- 
vera’s ships. 

Rear Admiral Sampson warned his fleet 
this gnorning to exercise great care in 
shooting at the hills east of Morro castle, 
pointing out that the American army had 
advanced and that our own troops might 
be deployed on the hill eide.

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The People Will Solve the Problem. 


the Constitution remarked the other 
day that the Philippine question, as pre- 
sented by the occupation of Manila bay, 
was not yet in a shape to be intelligent- 
ly discussed. it would perhaps be clear- 
er and mere to the purpose to say that 
the question is so‘ new and unexpected 
that the great parties cannot now afford 
to wrangle over it. Discussion must, 
of course, go on; it is necessary in or- 
der that the people may be able to in- 
vestigate the matter intelligently, in 
order that public opinion may be able 
to make up a satisfactory verdict; but 
discussion is one thing, and partisan 
wrangling another and quixe a different 


Uaing—especially when the wrangle is 


over a matter which, in same of its as- 
pects, is entirely new in our history. 

There is no reason, at all events, why 
democrats should wrangle among them- 
selves or make haste to take a position 
which events may not justify. It is an 
easy matter, of course, to quote Wash- 
ington’s farewell address, or to suggest 
the ‘Monroe doctrine. They may or 
may not apply to tse case in hand. It 
depends on what the case may turn out 
to be. At present it is not by any 
means so simple as it appears .to be. 
Without at all seeking to acquire for- 
eign territory, with no purpose of con- 
quest whatever, and as the result of a 
war which will be begun and ended in 
the interests of humamity, suddenly and 
without warning, we find ourselves driv. 
en to occupy Manila bay, and driven 
to give active aid and eager sympathy 
to the capture of territory and the re- 
duction of a city by a part of the na- 
tive population described as insurgents, 

More than that. we find ourselves 
compelled, in order to sustain our 
squadron at Manila, to dispatch 
transports, filled with troops and sup- 
plies, to that far-away station. All 
these things we have been compelled to 
do whether we would or no. Every 
movement that has been made in the 
Philippine matter, from the occupation 
of Manila bay to the sending of troops 
and supplies to Dewey’s assistance, has 
been the result of necessity. What ‘has 
beensdone was, in the nature of things, 
unavoidable. 

Under the circumstances, therefore,

parties to ery out, on .the one. hand, 
against ‘imperial policy,”’ or, on the 
other hand, to cry out in favor.of it. 
The warning against entangling alli- 
ances, or the protest that what the Mon- 


roe doctrine forbids to cthers it also. 
forbids to us, has as little bearing on 


the case as possible.» Jefferson himself 
turned down some of his own doctrines 
and precepts when he acquired tbe ter- 
ritory of Louisiana; and he did it be- 
cause necessity demanded it. A pre- 
cept or a doctrine that is true under 
one set of circumstances is sometimes 
outlawed or made impotent when cir- 
cumstances change.

Now, as heretofore, the whole ques- 
tion will become clear by the time the 
people are called on to settle it. We 
only know at this time that those who 
oppose the retention of the Philippines 
do not offer any solution of the matters 
they do not tell us waat is to become 
of the responsibilities that are neces- 
sarily ours. They have decided tat 
we must not hold the islands; but they 
do not tell us what we are to do with 
them. 

So far as the history of the democratic 
party is concerned, its history has been 
one of territorial acquisition by con- 
quest or purchase.

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The Hawaiian Islands. 


With the probabilities steadily incre1s- 
ing that the Hawaizaa islands in the 
course of the next few weeks will be 
annexed to the United States, it beccmes 
important to review the information 
which has lately been obtained concern- 
ing the resources, popultition and char- 
acteristics of the Pacific archipelago. 

Included within the group of islands 
which today constitutes*one of the chief 
focal centers of public imterest, are the 
folowing eight members, with the re- 
spective areas of each, viz, Hawaii, 4.210 
saqvare miles; Maui, 700 square miles; 
Oahu, 600 square miles; Kauai, 590 
square miles; Molokai, 270 square miles; 
Lanai, 150 square miles; Niihau, 97 
square miles, and Kahoolawe, 63 square 
miles, miking the entire group aggre- 
gate 6,740. or barely more than one- 
tenth of the area of the state of Geor- 
gia. Honolulu, the capita! of the group, 
is situated on the island of Oahu. Ac- 
cording to the last official census, the 
population of Honolulu: numbered 30,- 
000. Im many respects this wideawake 
metropolis ‘3 fully up to date, among its 
improvements being included electric 
ears, railway locomotives, electric lights, 
telephenes, Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation Jheadquarters,, evangelical 
churches, fraternal organizations, public 
braries and free schools. There are 
many American cities of the same size 
which are considerably behind Horolu- 
lu tn enterprise. 

With respect to the population of the 
Hawaiian group of islands, it is exceed- 
iffgly diverse, including reoresentatives 
from every quarter of the globe, in addi- 
tion to natives of the soil, Roughly enu-

While the soi] of the Hawaiian group 
of islands is prolific in fruits of almost 
every kind, the manufacture of sugar is 
the chief industry of the inhabitants. In 
1896 ‘the exports of sugar amounted in 
value to $14,932,000 out of $15,436,000, the 
valué of the entire exports. For the 
same year the total imports aggregated 
in value $7,165,000. Most of the trade 
of the islands for some time past has 
been carried on with the United States. 
The public debt of the islands on & 
ary 1, 1896, aggregated $3,764,335; # 
the yearly income from direct § 
customs and licenses is approxim 
$1,740,000. . In spite of the weak 
the islands, the chief attractiw 
which they possess for the United fates 
grows solely out of their strategicposi- 
tion, and such is the main rms 
brought forward in the argument f@ an- 
nexation. " 

The discovery of the Hawaiian goup 
of islands dates back to January 18, 
1778, at which time they were firg@ en- 
countered by the daring navigator,(ap- 
tain Cook. On his first visit the néives 
worshiped Captain Cook, but of his 
second visit they killed him. Migion- 
aries commenced to visit the islang in 
1820, and while marked reforms Tere 
wrought in the habits and custom of 
the natives, it was at fatal cost to fany 
of the brave missionaries. In 184@the 
first constitution of the islands. was 
adopted, and in 1843 Great sire ofthe 


dertook to manage the affairs ofthe 
government, but su¥sequently withtew 
therefrom. In 1849 the islands pied 
themselves under the protection ofthe 
United States, but soon afterwardgre- 
considered the matter.

While at 
Athens he had for one of his teachers the 
celebrated Dr. Moses Waddell, who edu- 
cated perhaps more distinguished men than 
any man in the United Sattes. 

. Born July 2, 1810, and dying December 
15, 1885, the seventy-five years of his life 
Somnpeseen an interesting part of his eoun- 
try’s history, commencing with the period. 
when the various theories of interpreting 
the constitution were first being promul- 
gated and discussed in the national halls of 
legislation, and running on down through 
the civil war and what was known as the 
reconstruction period, 

“Entering national politics fn 1840, Mr. 
Toombs was thrown actively in contact 
With the great men of that day and time. 
It was his privilege to meet in joint debate 
the great Carolina Statesman and orator, 
George McDuffie. In speaking of Toombs, 
McDuffie said: ‘I have hear John Ran- 
dolph, of Roanoke, and met Burges, of 
Rhode Island, but this wild Georgian is a 
Mirabeau.’ Entering congress in 1845, he 
had to measure swords with such men as 
John Quincy Adams, Stephen A. Douglass, 
} Andrew Johnson, W.'L. Yancey and Jeffer- 
son Davis. In the senate he found Sew- 
ard, Chase, Sumner, ayard, Siidell and 
Bell; A general in the confederate army 
and secretary of state under Jefferson 
Davis, Mr. Toombs was a conspicuous char- 
acter in the war between the states. It 
is said that Mr. Davis preferred appointing 
him secretary of the treasury, and it is also 
Said that he was admirably qualified for 
this office, but he wag given the position 
of secretary of state because it was re- 
garded a higher honor, and one which Mr. 
Toombs deserved. In some respects he was 
eminently fitted to preside over the treas- 
ury department. He was a man of af- 
fairs, and had a genius for details. 

“When the provisional congress met in 
Montgomery on February; 4, 1861, Mr. 
Toombs’s name was prominently mention- 
ed in connection with the presidency of the 
confederacy. It seems that he was really 
the choice of the several of the states, 
among them being South Carelina, but 
from some change of sentiment in the 
convention the name of Jefferson Davis 
‘was proposed and his nomination cordially 
seconded by Toombs himself. 

‘Mr. Toombs wasa fine lawyer. For the 
first four or five years after he was ad- 
mitted to the bar he did not do very 
much in his profession, but from that time 
on throughout his entire career as a law- 

sy, both before and after the war, he 
was a brilliant success at the bar. He 
had the faculty of grasping the strong 
points of a case, and wr presenting them 
with so much power and vigor as to sweep 
everything before him, and to carry court 
and jury with him. He mastered the un- 
derlying principles of hig case, and pre- 
Sented gem to the court With great clear- 
ness and power. In arguing the facts be- 
fore the jury he came down with sledge- 
hammer blows, employed the keenest invec- 
tives of sarcasm and irony, drew upon his 
imagination for the finest figures and meta- 
phors, and rising to the height of his 
argument, with a perfect whirlwind of elo- 
quence carried conviction to the heart and 
rarely failed to win the verdict. In one 
respect he was like Mr. Lincoln. He could 
not argue on the wrong side of aycase. If 
he was not satisfied that he had the right 
on his side he was a Samson shorn of his 
strength, 

“Though Mr. Toombs was successful as a 
commander of a brigade, still he was mos: 
too high-strune and independent for a 
military life. The first duty of a soldier 
is obedience, and this was a lesson which 
he had never taken’ much: pains to learn. 
Under the authority of others he was res- 
tive and sensitive. He had been in the 
habit pretty much all of his life of having 
his own way, and this made him reluctant 
to learn the soldier's duty of obedience and 
subordination. 

‘Mr. Toombs believedin the code dueilo, 
but he was not singular in this respect. It 
was the éxception and not the rule when 
public men of. ante-bellum times did not 
approve of it. If he erred in this particu- 
lar he Was in the company of such men 
as Hamilton, Jackson, Randolph, Clay, 
Calhoun, Stephens and others. We find 
Toombs on one aceasion practically chal- 
lenging Major General D. H. Hill to fight 
a duel for some remarks made in the heat 
of battle which he construed as slighting, 
but the challenge was passed unnoticed. 

‘Mr. Toombs’s domestic U-fe was a happy 
one. He was devoted to his wife, The 
letters which he wrote to her showed how 
tenderly he loved her. ps8 

“Ag a man he was liberal, whole-souled 
and generous. He abounded in acts of 
charity and kindness. His contributions 
to the various benevolent and church or- 
ganizations were large, and tney were 
cheerfully given. He was a man of splen- 
did presence and kingly manner. He was 
gifted with rare conversational powers, 
and consequently he was always a favorite 
in society. In fact, wherever he went 
hnots of people woula gather together to 
listen to his entertaining talk. 

“One of the most pathetic portions of his 
life was that period yassed in practical 
exile in Paris. Here uma the gaiety of 
the Frency the last flickering years of the 
grand life waned away. His letters to his 
wife during this interval gave conclusive 
indication of the brilliance, the eccentric- 
ity. the tenderness and the variableness of 
this remarkable man. He was one of 
thousands and very distant must be the 
time when the name of Toombs shali not 
stand in Georgia efor all that ts incor- 
ruptible, meteoric and deeply loved.”’

caused border warfare; that two fines of 
forts, one southern and the other northern,

Georgia regiment that, when Paul J. Sim- 
mons brought it up from the coast of Geor- 
gia (made up, as it was, of the very best 
young bleed of Georgia and drilled to per- 
fection) to Richmond, Va., it'was the pride 
of Georgia, and attracted the city of Rich- 
mond to every dress parade while it was 
camped there. No regiment in the confed- 
erate army came to Appomattox court- 
house with a better record. At Gettysburg 
tbe right wing was entirely decimated in 
t devil’s den, but they held the captured 
cannon, three long black Parrott guns, for 
two days under fire, and these guns were 
the only captured arms brought out of that 
bloodiest of fields. 3 

At Antietam: bridge (sinee called Burn- 
side’s bridge) in the battle of Sharpsburg, 
nothing but Thermopylae surpasses the 
stand made by the two regiments—Second 
and Twentieth Geofgia. I believe to this 
day that the key to General Lee’s base of 
retreat across the Potomac was saved, and 
perhaps the destruction of his army was 
averted by the wisdom of these two reg- 
iments at that bridge, made forever fa- 
mous by that heroic struggle, Let anyone 
take the topographical map of the battle 
field of Sharpsburg, as published by the 
Washington authorities, and examine it 
and I am sure they wiil agree with me. 
It was a fight of 492 officers and men 
against fully 15,000“well-equipped federal 
soldiers, aided by cannon,, seven pieces of 
which enfiladed the confederates at the 
bridge for two hours. Then the decimated 
ranks left this post they did an astonishing 
thing for an army to do un@er fire, and 
tested their courage as much as facing 
cannon and rifies; they were ordered to run 
dut and form again. The fflagbearer led 
and every man rap through a tremendous 
fire, and in ten minutes they were formed 
again in a scant line as perfectly as on 
dress rade without a cartridge in box. 
They had shot the last one away at the 
bridge. It was then 4 o'clock in the even- 
ing. and as fortune would have it, General 
A. P. Hill's tr S came up from Harper's 
ferry and took the field and Burnside’s ad- 
vance was stayed.

Then, for considerably more than a half 
century the south domimated the affairs 
of the union, and established the govern- 
ment upon a solid basis. During that pe- 
riod nearly ali of the presidents were 
southerners. The chief justice was from 
the south, and so was the general jin com- 
mang of the army. 

Until the election of Abraham Lincoln 
the nnion was practically under the con- 
trol of southern statesmen.

It is also worthy 
of note that some of the most famous 
military and naval commanders under him 
were of southern birth. for instance, such 
men as Thomas and Farragut, 

It would be easy to go further and claim 
that southern generals and soldiers fought 
and won the second war with Great Brit- 
ain and the war with Mexico, but it is 
enough to say that the points so lightlv 
touched upon here make it plain that this 
section should feel a patriotic interest in 
the anniversary of the nation’s birthday. 


The fact should not be forgotten that the 
first violent outbreaks under the federal 
government were Shay’s rebellion in Mas- 
sachusetts and the whisky Insurrection in 
Pennsylvania. To these might be added

I feel no regret thatI stand before you 
this afterncon a man without a country, 
or ny ambit’on. Nea buried in the erave 
of the confederacy. Aye, the grave of the 
confederacy. There hw been consigned not 
only my ambit’on, fit the dogma _ upon 
which that governmeat was based. The 
faces I see before m are those of young 
men: had I‘ not knovn'this [ would not 
have : ppeared before you. Men in whose 
hands the deatinies »f our southiand Hie, 
for love of her I brea’ my silence to speak 
‘to vou a few words >f respeciful a\moni- 
tion. The past is dea let it bury its dead, 
its hopes and its amirations; before you 
lies the future.

A Candler caucus was held last night In 
the Kimball’s reading parlors up geiairs. 
The meeting was largely attended, and all 
the Candler leaders were there. Hon. F. 
G. dubBignon called the caucus to order. 
Colonel Peeples, of Gwinnett, nominated 
Hon, Patrick Walsh for chairman, and 
he was elected. Hun. Don Bain was chosen 
secretary of the caucus.

Bibb Called Down. 


The seats of the Bibb county delegation 
Were very much in doubt for some time, 
as there was a manifest disposition to 
discipline the Bibb county executive com- 
mitte for violating. the rules Jaid down by 
the state executive committee. Delegate 
after delegate declared that it was their 
individual opinion that the Bibb delegation 
had no right to seats in the convention. 
Every one spoke in the highest terms of 
the delegates personally, and none of the 
criticism’ was directed at those gentlemén, 
but at the committee which had selected 
them at a meeting. 

It was suggested that a Candler caucus 
had no business to interfere or to attempt 
to give direction to the course of the con- 
vention in the treatment of this delegation.

committee of each county, instructed to 
vote in the state nominating convention 
in accordance with the wishes of said sev- 
eral counties of the state as expressed at 


said primaries. 
“2. That all nominations for members 


were as. fol- 


of the legislature and county offices be 
left to the decision of ‘the executive com- 
mittee of the several counties of the state. 

*3. That only delegates appointed in ac- 
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cordance with these prov:sions be eligible 
in the nominating conventions of the state 
hereafter.” 

These resolutions were adopted,with only 
cne dissenting vC‘ce. 

Colonel Sm ti, of Oglethorpe, had pre- 
viously offered the following as a substi- 
tute to the abeve, but it was withdrawn 
and offered as an independent resolutior: 

“Resolved, That the Bibb county dele- 


gates have been chosen irregularly, and not 
in accordance with the rules prescrihed 
by the state democratic executive com- 
mittee.

Just before these resolutions were put 
to vote some of the Bibb delegates entered 
the caucus. Jutge Notlingham objected 
to the idea of admitting the delegation as 
an act of courtesy. He claimed séats in 
the convention as a right, but agreed that 
if the suggestion of courtesy be stricken 
from the resolution, it would be accepted 
by Bibb. This Was acted on, and the reso- 
lution was passed. 

So Bibb's delegates will get in the con- 
vention, but it ig distinctly understood 
that hereafter no irregularity of this kind 
will be permitted.

General Brooke Is a Capable Man and 
Officers Think the Department 
Will Keep Him Here. 

[ manaine the army at Chickamauga, 

will not succeed Shafter in command 
of the army at Santiago, Cuba, is an ac- 
cepted fact among army officers at this 
point. 

Despite the fact that wide circulation 
has been given to the report that General 
Brooke would go to Cuba to take com- 
mand of the army there, officers say that 
it is their opinion that Secretary cf War 
Alger has no intention of sending him. The 
service done by General Shaftér in Cuba has 
met with the approbation of the government 
and he has been complimented upm the 
success with which his hazardous under- 
taking has met. 

The army of invasion has been landed 
on a wild coast, with no docka and few 
places for landing and only two lives were 
lost in the undertaking. This is thought 
“to shave been excellent management on 
the part of General Shafter and he at 
the time received proper recognition. 

The only fight which has come to the 
knowledge of the war department result- 
ed in a victogy for the American arms, 
and this added to the laurels of General 
Shafter. He has given entire satisfaction 
and the government has expressed itself as 
satisfied with the results so far obtained 


by the invading army. 

General Brooke ranks General Shafter, 
and for this reason he would take com- 
mand of the forces in Cuba/should he be 
sent to that point. This could be con- 
strued, say the army officers here, only as 
a slur upon the ability of General Shafter, 
and it is thought that for this reason alone 
Secretary Alger would dismiss any idea 
he ‘might have had of having General 
Brooke succeed to the command of the 
army of invasion. 

It would be extremely bad policy, it is 
said. for the government to take the com- 
mand of an army from an officer who has 
pfoven himself capable beyond a doubt to 
handle it. It is freely admitted that Gen- 
eral Brooke is thoroughly capable of hand- 
ling the army and ‘he would probably make 
it very uncomfortable for the enemy. That, 
however, does not lessem the fact that Gen- 
eral Shafter is doing remarkably well with 
the army, which makes a change entire 
unnecessary: 

General Brooke is sixty years of age. and 
while his health is by no means failing, 
he would not be termed a robust@nan. He 
is thought to be too old to be sent into 
. @ tropical country with an invading army, 
Where he would have fo rough it with tfie 
soldiers. 

It is significant that nothing has been 
given out from the war department in re- 
gard to the sending of General F-ooke to 
Cuba and this strengthens the belief that 
it is not the intention to\send him there. 
It is thought by the army officers that 
had the war department desired to send 
General Brooke to Cuba he would have been 
tnstructed to take command of the invad- 
ing army when he was at Tampa. 

nstead of pursuing that course General 
Brooke was told to take command at Chick- 
amauga, and he has since been at that 
point, while Shafter went with the army 
of invasion. It may be that the war de- 
partment intends transferring General 
Brooke from the department of the. gulf, 
but no notification of such action bus been 
issued. 

General Brooke is very popular with the 
army officers at this place, and they would 
regret seeing him leave this territory.

A Courtmartial Is Ordered To Assem- 
ble at Camp Russell.

WAS DRIVING HOME IN A WAGON 


The Vehicle Smashed, but the Horse 


' Was Not Hurt. 


ANOTHER PERSON WHO DISAPPEARED. 


East Point. 


Accident Occurred Near 
Coroner Notified and Will Hold 
an Inquest This Morning. 


Last night at 8 o’clock an Atlanta and 
West Point train struck a wagon at a 
crossing near East Point, tore the vehicle 
into pieces and killed John Welch, one of 
the occupants.. The other occupant of the 
wagon was seen to jump and then disap- 
pear as if the earth had swallowed him 
up, adding a mystery to the tragedy. 

John Welch, who was a farmer in Fay- 
ette county, came to Atlanta yesterday 
with a wagon load of country produce, 
which he disposed of during the day. Last 
evening he started on the return trip home, 
going out the road to East Point. Just 
beyond this place he started to cross the 
tracks of the Atlanta and West Point rail- 
road. 

The train from Montgomery was ap- 
proaching East Point and was going about 
twenty miles an hour. The engineer saw 
the wagon starting over the crossing and 
he blew a warning signal and put on 
brakes. The person driving did not heed 
the warning of the whistle and the engine 
struck the wagon and threw it .into the 
air. Just before the accident the engineer 


| saw one of the two persons in the vehicle 


jump out. That person was never heard of 
afterwards. 

The wagon was smashed into kindling 
wood. Welch fell under the wheels and 
was instantly killed. The horse, strange 
to say, Was not hurt. 

The train was stopped and the dead man 
taken on to East Point, the accident having 
occurred about a quarter of a mile west of 
that station. Inquiries wers made for the 
person who was with Welch in the wagon, 
but nothing could be learned of him or her, 
for it could not be told whether the person 
was a man or a.woman. For a while it 
was thought two persons had been run 
over. 

Welch was a farmer in Fayette county 
and was about sixty years of age. He had 
a large family and was well known in At- 
santa, where he was a frequent visitor. 

The coroner was notified of the killing by 
the marshal of East Point last night and an 
inquest will be held this morning. 

‘A resident of East Point. who.went to 
the scene of the accident shertiy after it 
occurred, said that the wagon was not 
only smashed into small pieces, but parts 
of it were ground into pulp and that no 
one could have told that the™pieces be- 
longed to a@ wagon. The wagon was torn 
from the horse and he jumped owt of 
harm’s way and was found on one side of 
the railroad quietly grazing. 

After the inquest the body of the dead 
nan will be sent to his home for inter. 
ment.

BEST PRESERVED OF ANY CONFEDERATE FLAG 


Shows an Original Design with Coats 
of Arms of Southern States Hand- 
| gomely Painted in Stars. 


} 
NE of the most interesting relics of 
the civil war and the best preserved 


O flag that has been found has been 


brought to Atlanta from Toledo, O., after 
a captivity in the north for ever thirty 
years. 

The flag is the property of Mr. S. A. Cun- 
ningham, of Nashviile, and is now at his 
headquarters in the Kimball house. Mr. 
Joseph Pelham, who is in charge of the 
headquarters, tells an interesting story of 
the flag. 

It is one of the most. beautiful that was 
made during the civil’war. It was present- 
ed by the ladies of Franklin, Tenn., to 
Colonel Cook’s regiment, the Thirty-second 
Tennessee volunteers, Confederate States 
infantry. The emblem is made of silk and 
is ten by four feet. It is fringed with silk 
and has not a scratch upon it, showing that 
it had been carefully cared for. 

The flag was captured in the battle of 
fort Donelson. It is then supposed to have 
been taken to the north and -has evidently 
been carefully kept up to this time, 

Two months ago @ traveling man saw 
the flag in a pawn shop in Toledo. He 
wrote to Mr. Cunningham about it, and 
Mr. Cunningham, Who is a veteran and a 
lover of rel:cs of the war, began to nego- 
tiate for the flag and has bought it. It 
wilk be on exhibition during the reunion 
and some veterans who were probably in 
the regiment when it was captured can 
tell the story of the flag up to the time it 
went into the hands of the enemy. 

Where it has been since then is a matter 
of much conjecture, but it has not seen 
hard treatment and is as well preserved t0- 
day as it was when presented by the ladies 
to the young men who made up one of the 
crack regiments that came from ‘Tennessee. 

The flag is made of the finest fabric vf 
silk. It has two streamers attached that 
are long and trail gracefully around the 
staff. On one of these are the words “Colo- 
nel Cook's Thirty-second regiment Ten- 
nessee.”’ On the other streamer, in gold 
letters, is ‘“‘Presented by the Ladies of 
Franklin,” 

The flag is of the same pattern as that 
prescribed by the government. and in the 
corner where the stars are located in a 
background of blue is a hand-painting of 
the capitol at Richmond. Around this is 
a citcle of stars, one for se southern 
state. In these stars, which are in gold, 
is painted the coat of arms of each state. 
Georgia js represented among the rest and 
the work on this part of the. flag fs ex- 
quisite. 

On the opposite side im the corner ts a 
painting of a young woman in Grecian 
costume, representing the south. She holds 
in her hand a flagstaff, crowned with a 
cap of liberty, and flying from this is a 
comfederate flag. The figure stands on a 
United States flag, which is besmirched 
with the trampling of many feet. and the 
staff upon which it once so proudly rested 
is broken and lies on the ground beside it. 

The design of the entire flag, in every 
detail, is the work of a genius amd the 
paintings upon it, have been kept in such 
good conditton that they are very distinct 
and clear. They are works of art and many 
Atlantians who have seen the flag say it is 
one of the prettiest and most original that 
has ever been seen here.

Weather Bureau Issued Crop Bulletin 
Yesterday Morning, 


OUTLOOK GOOD FOR FRUITS 


Watermelons and Late Peaches Will 
Be Plentiful.. 


THE RECENT RAINS HAVE BEEN GENERAL 


Cotton and Corn Have Taken on New 
Life and There Are Favorable 
Reports Everywhere. 


HE weekly crop bulletin of the weath- 
- er bureau for the state of Georgia was 

issued yesterday morning. The reports 
show general rains throughout the state, 
and a decided improvement in the crops as 
& result. Several growths have not fuliy 
recovered frora the drought, but the pros- 
pect for good yields of cotton, corn and 
fruits is encouraging. Spring gardens were 
too badly ruined before the rain. Follow- 
ing is the most encouraging bulletin that 
the department has issued in some time:

Mrs. W. Y, Atkinson has issued the fol- 
lowing official cali relative to thé organiza- 
tion of the women of the state in the move- 
ment to aid the Georgia soldiers:

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the form of misdirected efforts or duplicat- 
ed ald. 

“4. To ascertain what companies are in 
need of aid or are being omitted entirely. 
and to furnish this information to local 
associations, with such recommendations a6 
this organigation may see best to make. 

5. To keep accurate aicounts of the 
funds which may be forwarded from time 
to time to the various companies from the 
relief associations, and to secure from the 
commanders reports showing how and for 
what purpose the funds sent them have 
been expended, to the end that all who 
contribute to the relief funds may be able 
to ascertain for themselves whether or not 
the amounts donated are being wisely ap- 
plied to the purposes in view. 

The object of the “Georgia Army and 
Navy League” is not in any way to inter- 
fere with or curtail the power of any local 
organizations, but to encourage and aid 
in their formation, and to secure uniform- 
ity of ethod among them, which will 
better enable them to accomplish the pur- 
poses which brought them into existence. 
The plans to be adopted for doing this are 
to be discussed and agreed upon by this 
body. : 

If the purposes of this organization can 
be attained no Georgia soldier or sailor, 
and no family of any Georgia soldier or 
sailor who may need help will be overlook- 
ed, and no one who is able and willing to 
render help wil! remain inactive and unso- 
licited. Nothing will prevent the full ac- 
complishment of our purpose except the 
indifference and misapprehension of those 
from whom we have a right to expect mo- 
ral and material aid. 

Our chief endeavor will be the care for 
alj those needing help in eonsequence of 
the privations and sufferings occasioned 


by the present war, whether on the tented 


field, at sea or in the desolate homes. 

We should not: undervatfue the resources 
of the Spaniards. We cannot see what 
complications may arise which may make 
it the interest of other nations, now neutral, 
to side with Spain. We hope it may be a 
short war, but whatever its length, we have 
no apprehension as to the result. Let us 
be prepared for any emergency.

Clerk Greene Declares He Cannot Ar- 
rest Dogs at $75 a Month. 


MR. RICE SAYS LAW MUST BE ENFORCED 


Mayor States It Is All Rot and Child’s 
Play—May Go Back to Coun- 
cil Monday. 


The municipal officials are in a muddle 
in reference to the dog ordinance. They 
seem unabie to decide whether to £0 
ahead and enforce the ordinance or not. 
Monauay City Clerk Greene announced the 
dog maria weuld start on its mission Fri- 
day morning. Yesterday afternoon he 
stated that he did not Know when the 
wagon would start, if at all. There are 
certain provisions in the oid ordinance 
which the officials say they cannot comply 


with. 

One great trouble ‘seems to be the al- 
leged lack of sufficient funds appropriated 
at the last session of council for this dog 
crusade. Mr. Greene says it would be im- 
possible for him to catch and kill dogs at 
$75 a month. Mr. Rice, who introduced 
the reso:ution. says the work can easily 
be cone for this amount. Mr. Greene says 
it is not right for him to report all moneys 
collected for dog tags to the city treasurer 
daily. Mr. Rice says it is right. Mr. Greene 
Seems to think it impracticable to enforce 
the law. Mr. Rice says it is practical and 
must be enforced. That is the dog jug- 
gling that is going on in municipal circles 
just now, and there is no telling how it 
will result. 

According to the mayor and ex-Mayor 
Porter King, the theory that the dog wag- 
on cannot be started because nothing is 
said about a dog wagon in the old ordi- 
nance is wrong. The old ordinance mereiy 
Says that dogs shall be caught, and Mr, 
Rice’s resolution tells how they shall be 
caught. There is no conflict and no at- 
tempted repealing of an ordinance by a 
reso.ution, it js said, Mayor Collier be- 
lieves the dog legisiat'on is insignificant, 
characterizing it as child’s play. He ways 
there is no other city in the country at- 
tempting to abate the dog nuisance. like 
Atlanta. 

Clerk Greene will hold a conference with 
Mr. Rice some time today and a plan of 
procedure will then be decided on. It is 
probable the matter may go back to coun- 
cil Monday in order to adopt a mofe feasi- 

le plan for dog catching. Meanwhi'e prep- 
arations have practically stopped, as no 
dog wagon has been secured and no one 
hired to drive it. The tags are being pre- 
pared, however, and will be ready in a 
few days. |
